An Emphatic Verdict. 

There is no necessity to await full re- 
turns in order to announce the defin- 
ite result of the Yale-Kootenay elec- 
tion. Thirty to four is altogether too 
big odds to bo overtaken in the polling 
divisions remaining to bo heard from ; 
and it is, indeed, questionable whether 
full returnsJwiU tend to an approxima- 
tion of numbers. It would be difficult 
to conceive of a more emphatic verdict 
than that just pronounced against the 
dual principle by the electors of theYale- 
Kootenay District. If the one fact of 
being, practically at allevonts, a dual- 
ist bo kept out of view, the defeated 
candidate presented himself before the 
electors under circumstances eminently 
auspicious. An old resident in the 
District; one who had in times past 
taken an active part in most of the po- 
litical movements, — always found on 
the sido of reform and progress, he 
had been returned at tho head of the 
poll in a spirited contest to represent 
tho Yalo District in the Local Legis- 
lature, in which capacity he had been 
exceptionally successful in fulfilling 
tho expectations of his constituents. 
And yet, in running against a candidate 
who was scarcely known as a politician 
and who could not be presumed to pos- 
sess any special claim to the suffrages 
of tho electors, and who, moreover, in- 
stead of canvassing the District, was 
occupied at his profession away 
amongst tho foothills of the Rocky 
Mountains, he only polled tour votes 
to his opponent's thirty, and that too, 
in the part of the District where he 
was best known and most liked. Tho 
principle of dual representation was, 
therefore, put on trial under the most 
favorable circumstances that could well 
bo conceived, — circumstances in some 
respects calculated to arouse the (sympa- 
thies of the jurors in its favor. And yet 
thirty to four render a verdict of "guilty" 
— guilty of conspiring against tho 
commonwealth, and that without any 
recommendation to mercy! "What 
could possibly constitute a more 
emphatic condemnation of the principle 
of dual representation ? "What could 
constitute a more signal and complete 
triumph for the principles wo have so 
persistently advocated — have stood al- 
most alone in' advocating ? Nor could 
it well be otherwise. It was rather too 
much to expect an intelligent constitu- 
ency to elect one man to represent their 
interests in two Houses three thousand 
miles apart, only one of which it would 
be possible to attend. It was too 
much liko presuming upon their ignor- 
ance or imposing upon their good 
nature to ask them to do anything so 
Tory absurd. The practical result of 
the contest is this : It will be a bold 
man who will seek another verdict. Mr. 
Smith has been most emphatically told 
that his constituents desire him to re- 
main where he is, in the Local Leg- 
islature,— where, after all, the most 
important work is to bo done Pro- 
bably few persons will now be disposed 
to doubt that intelligent public opinion 
in British Columbia is against dual re- 
presentation. The Yale-Kootenay Dis- 
trict is not the only one that has spoken 
out upon the subject. Cariboo spoke 
last year, by placing Mr. Thompson 
fourth on the poll-book ; not becausehe 
was wanting in popularity, but, on the 
contrary, because it had resolved to 
send him to Ottawa. Vancouver spoke 
out this year; and even Mr. Buuster's 
popularity in the District did not save 
him from* the inevitable necessity of re- 
signing hut local seat. Victoria spoke; al- 
though her utterances were less emphatic. 
This appears to bo the only constituency 
that likes to see its franchise bocome a 
plaything in the hands of ovor-ambitious 
politicians, — her interests sacrificed on tho 
altar of personal agrandisoment. 

"""Across the Continent. 

The arrival at Kamloops of Mr. Sand- 
ford Fleming and party in fifty-six days 
from Fort (tarry is a circumstance sug- 
gestive of progressive :ui<l impending 
change. We arc told that the party aver- 
aged forty miles a day during the entire 
journey. For a party "traveling with pack 
animals and camp equipage, through a 
country innocent of roads or even trails, 
this is an achievement indicative not only 
of groat energy and push. hut of a country 
presenting extraordinary natural facilities. 
Forty miles a day for fifty-six days gives 
two thousand, two hundred and forty miles 
as the distance between Fort. Garry and 
Kamloops. Of course tho actual distance 
as the crow Hies is very much less. To 
Mr. Fleming is due the distinction of hav- 
ing accomplished the journey in a leas 
period of time than it, was ever accom- 
plished before. But tho circumstance is 
ohiofly important as tho forerunner of a 
new era about to dawn, when the same 
distance shall be traveled in fifty-sis 
hoars, instead of that number of days. It 
is not too much to say that in six years 
from the present time the continent will 
be orossed oven from Halifax to Victoria 
at an average rate of speed of forty miles 
an hour. It is, therefore, to tho fact that 
Mr. Fleming may bo regarded as the har- 
binger of the noW era that this achieve- 
ment owes its chief interest. As noar'y 
as tho telegraph has enabled us to judge, 
the party consists of Mr. Sandford Flem- 
ing, Chief Engineer of the Canada Paci- 
fic Railway; his son, F. Fleming; tho Rev. 
Dr. Grant, Minister of St. Matthew's 
Presbyterian Church, Halifax; Dr. Mo- 
wn • Mr. Macour; and Mr. Horotzky, 0.

I will not further 
detain tho reader "on the sights and 
sounds" of Seattle "by night" nor on 
what I saw in the sanctum of its thun- 
derer the Intelligencer, all wonderful to 
relate, time permitting; but I will on and 
aboard for 

OLYMPIA, 

"the beautiful" capital of this rapidly- 
progressing Territory. The interesting 
way ports, Free Port, Steilacooni and 
Tacoma were only touched at as I learn 't 
by the steamer's diabolical whistle. But 
ut these times; while endeavoring to court 
sleep, I missed these monuments of Ame- 
rican enterprise — witnesses to the suc- 
cessful rule of the Great Republic, oven 
in this distant quarter of her vast do- 
main. I awoke next morning to find tho 
steamer stuck in the mud looking discon- 
solately at the einl of a jrier about 211(11) ft. 
away. This is a trick of the tide which 
here falls some 2(1 feet, no doubt highly 
encouraging to dry dock speculators, but 
very discouraging to impatient travelers. 
That pier end is the beginning of Olym- 
pia, and to reach it my efforts were now 
directed. I joined some of my fellow pas- 
sengers in hailing a canoe, by whose help 
we reached the coveted pier. But lo and 
behold! a terrible alternative here stares 
us in the face — no water! apt enough even 
to float our frail bark as far as the jricr- 
steps. We must needs either climb the 
piles over mussels and starfish innumer- 
able, or, divesting ourselves of our nether 
garments, wade through the mud to dry 
land. This latter manner would indeed 
have been an impiessive way of effecting 
our entry into Olympia. "These people," 
(Olympians), explained a Seattle man, 
"settled on this mad flat before the Del- 
uge; they deny it; nover heard of it. 
Commenced this pier soon after the eon- 
fusion at Babel; warn't there; don't be- 
lieve in it; fell to sleep for the balance of 
time and ain't woke up yet to finish their 
(1 d landing place." Fortunately, how- 
over, and by good luck, by the grace of 
sliding and tho will of the mud, to the 
great inconvenience and serious injury 
of the mussels on the piles and the star- 
fish innumerable, with sundry jerks and 
jars and many scrapings and grazings, 
we at last forced our way to tho bottom 
step. We ascend, we gain a view of the 
full sweep of the pier; the street beyond, 
with t.iees on either side; shaded side- 
walks in straight lines. Houses loom np 
ami public buildings, flagstaff's define 
themselves; and spires, pointing to hea- 
ven, all in straight lines or af right-angles. 
The rectangular, rectilinear spirit here 
breathes everywhere in the outlines. As 
we proceed we realize the fact that wo are 
in Main street, as its name implies, the 
principal thoroughfare of this territorial 
capital. Shaded by handsome trees, state- 
ly like a park avenue, Main street does 
not impress one with its business charac- 
ter or capacity; ane yet here is transacted 
all the business of Olympia, hero is focuso- 
eil the civil administration of a great ter- 
ritory, "business and trees don't har- 
ness-up good," said one. "They hide the 
signboards and stifle trade," said another. 

The Tacoma House is the first hotel one 
reaches on leaving the pier. It is well 
placed, handy to the landing, and in the 
goodly company of the leading public re- 
sorts. In here 1 went to got breakfast, 
lint pause, you uninitiated ! Before you 
ran eat or drink, or sleep or think, or ob- 
tain a recognized ox's: (■nee in a Sound 
hotel, (ami if is SOUND custom,) you must 
pass through a preliminary initiation - a 
formality to which a British Columbian 
is an entire stranger. A big book is open- 
ed before you in which you are requested 
to inscribe your name and address, and 
anything olso you wish by which your 
identify may bo distinguished and pre- 
served. This is a sound way ami a good 
custom. Many a poor fellow who has 
been lost in British. Columbia it is impos- 
sible to trace to his end, or to account 
for in any way satisfactorily, thro' want 
of some such a system in our hotels; and, 
then, it would savo one the necessity of 
writing one's name on a card, and sticking 
it in one's hat) — a plan that will soon have 
to be adoptedwith the advance of progress, 
All this is very well in case of death, etc.. 
etc., but before breakfast. .. . ! Well, hav- 
ing immortalized the register with my 
autograph, I straightway was admitted to 
participate in the mysteries of tho refresh- 
ment room. 

How pleasant it is to be waited upon 
by women i This "happy thought" WfW 



suggested to me by one here, fresh and 
pretty in her neat calico dress, noiselessly 
serving the guests. I could not but in- 
stitute a comparison, odious tho' it he to 
do such things, between Iter as kIio glided 
along and tho men-waitors I lnwo seen 
elsewhere shouting orders, ("two steaks 
and four tens, one ooffeo and t hree chops, 
ote.,") rattling dishes, stamping along, 
occasionally smashing caps and saucers, 
and compelling one to oat in a constant 
uproar. »

Eastei^n. States. 

New Yobk, Sopt. 20. — Tho murder of 
Professor Panarino, the teacher of music 
ot Brooklyn, in tho public street of that 
city, last January, will bo remembered. 
A man named liiggins turned informer; 
and according to his story the crime was 
committed by four men, an Englishman 
named Kane ulias Cockney, and three 
others, S. Cassidy, Scotty and O'Brien, 
of New York. Disappointed by an in- 
tended burglary, they resolved not to re- 
turn empty handed , and seeing Panarino 
approaching one said, "let's go for this 
man coming up and see what he has got 
about him;" one grabbed him by the collar 
and said in a rough voice "what havo you 
got about you V come, hurry up," at tho 
same time shaking him. Panarino, as soon 
as ho felt himself grasped, attempted to 
cry out for help. One of the four men 
pulled a pistol and struck him on the 
neck with tho muzzle, saying "damn your 
dirty soul, if you yell again I'll blow your 
brains out." Feeling the muzzle at his 
neck, Panarino stopped, and the third 
man proceeded to go through him for his 
watch, when the man with the pistol 
thinking Panarino would not daro cry 
out, replaced the pistol in his pocket. 
Seeing the pistol disappear, Panarino 
again cried for help, and that cry cost 
him his life, for with a terrible oath 
O'Brien struck him on tin; temple with'a 
club and as tho unfortunate victim was 
reeling backwards from the effect of blow 
he was again struck. This blow was ono 
which made the terrible wound which 
was so fully described at tho time. Only- 
two blows woro struck, and the man who 
was robbing him of his watch grabbed it 
and seeing him felled and bleeding, they 
all four ran oil' and reached New York in 
different directions. 

y Washinton, Sept. 30. — Gen. Sherman 
had a long conference to-day. After fur- 
nishing many points of interest regarding 
his Europ Mil tour, he entered upon a full 
description of the Indian situation. 
The President said that notwithstanding 
hostile demonstrations of certain tribes, 
there would be no Indian war. Gen. 
Sherman and many of the army officers 
woro of opinion that a war cannot be avoid- 
ed, especially in Arizona and Dakotah. , 

New i'oiiK, Sep). 30.— Patrick Terry 
recently discharged from the Insane Asy- 
lum, had a recurrence of insanity this 
morning and attacked and horribly muti- 
lated his wife and daughter with a meat 
saw. Both will probably die. 

Chicago, Sopt. 30. — Reports from Lake 
ports show that the storm of Saturday 
night and Sunday was very severe. Much 
damage done to shipping. So far no loss 
of life reported. 

New Youk, Sept. 30. — It is stated that 
Alderman Hallekan and ex-Auditor O'- 
Brien of 8th Ward, Brooklyn, tied last 
night on account of publication of affida- 
vits that they had stuffed the ballot boxes 
of that Ward last election, then perjured 
themselves. 

Washington, Sept. 30. —Stamp duties 
upon all documents except Iiank checks, 
drafts or orders "expire to-day in accord- 
ance with recent Act of Congress, here- 
after no stamps are required on any legal 
document whatever, no paper being sub- 
ject to stamp duty with the exception of 
the above mentioned; no stamp is requir- 
ed on foreign bills of exchange. 

Detroit, Sept. 30. — Fourteen vessels 
were reported yesterday sunk or boAohod 
on Lake Erie during tlie storm of Satur- 
day night. So far only ono life reported 
lost. 

Sr. Louis, Sept. 30.— Indian Delegate; 
left for Washington in charge of Sup't 
Alvord. Santa Anna and Big Tree aro 
placed in custody, and committed to jail to 
await further orders. 

Titusville, Sept. 30.— Tho oil regions 
are intensely excited ovor the movement 
to suspend production. The movement 
is almost universal and probably not over 
50 wells are producing. To-night in some 
places violence is reported. The well at 
Ltight's was burned and tin' engines des- 
troyed by steam hammer, and tanks tap- 
ped. Some wells nre still holding out 
against it. but it is thought they will 
yield yet. The effect of tho movement is 
felt in the advanced prices. 

Chicago, Oct. 1. — The verdict in tho 
Fair case was received here with general 
surprise and indignation. The "Tribune" 
comments on the case from a supposititious 
standpoint, that the plea of insanity was 
used to secure acquittal. 

New York, Oct. L. — Twood's son Rich- 
ard denies the rumor that his father has 
tied the city. Tweed was absent yesterday, 
however, and he expects to return to- 
day. 

Europe. 

Madrid, Sept. 30. —Gen. Espanol has 
resigned his sent in tho Senate It is re- 
ported that tho Government has resolved 
to submit to otherJEuropoan powers tho 
quetion of the justice of itsclnims against 
tlie C. S. for damages by Cuban filibus- 
ters. 

Paris, Sept. 30. — Republicans of Al- 
giers nominated Victor Hugo for the As- 
sembly. 

London, Si'pt. 30. — The "Times" con- 
firms the report of tho resignation of the 
Lord Chancellor. 

There was a meeting of railway servants 
at Hyde Park yesterday afternoon to take 
into consideration measures for further- 
ing the movement for the emigration of n 
largo number of this class of pooplo to 
Canada and U.S. 

Ship Nassioro was wrecked off Timber- 
ly, Lancashire, during the heavy Rales of 
Jast week. All on board wore drowned. 
Other disasters reported, 

Paris, Sopt. 30. The Government con- 
demns Gambulta's conduct in addressing 
the people in tho Provinces, His speeches 
arc considered indelicate and ill-timed, 
and they needlessly agitate the 
country. 

Rome, Sept. 30. — The Pope to-day went 
out beyond the precincts of thoVatican for 
tho first time since the occupation of 
Rome and proceeded to Porto Dellia and 
Suina, 

Califoxviiia. 

San Francisco, Sept. SO.— -Contrary to 
all expectations, the jury in the Fair cubo 
to-day returned a verdict. At nine o'clock 
the Court mot and the jury called in, and 
upon being asked if they had made a ver- 
dict, the foreman answorod thoy had. It 
was then handed to the elork and amidst 
the silence of the gravo the verdict of not 
guilty was read. The verdict was roceiv- 
cd with astonishment, but no signs of ap- 
proval or dissent woro manifested, Tho 
jury war, polled and discharged and Im- 
mediately after the prisoner was dischar- 



ged from custody and left the Court in 
company with her friends and counsel. 
Mrs. Fair appeared to be greatly excited. 
Much indignation . is manifested at the 
verdict. 

San Francisco, Sept. 30. — Later — A 
crowd surrounds the bulletin boards dis- 
cussing tho Fair verdict which is now the 
only excittng topic. Opinions us to the 
merit of the verdict are different, but 
Curtis is greatly praised for his manage- 
ment of the case. 

The National Flouring Mills suspended, 
liabilities unknown. Flour and wheat 
unchanged; tho same for all staple pro- 
ducts. 

• San Francisco, Oct. 1. — As usual tho 
press denounces the verdict of the jury in 
tho Fair (rase, but give no reasons to prove 
that the twelve men perjured themselves. 
In reference to tho trial the "Alto" this 
morning says the following is true: Three 
minutes after the jury retired to the room. 
On the first ballot the results were 10 for 
acquittal and 2 for murder in the 1st de- 
gree, tho latter being Byiugton and Me- 
Gee. No change took place until 8 o'- 
clock on Sunday morning, when Byiug- 
ton and McGeo succumbed and agreed to 
an acquittal. Word was sent to Judge 
Reunion, but as the counsel could not bo 
found they were kept together for thejnight . 
The only reason assigned by tho majority 
of tho jury from tho first was thoy had a 
doubt in their minds and would never 
consent to render a verdict but foracquit- 
tal. Foreman Byiugton held out longer 
and discussed the question of insanity 
with his fellows, endeavoring to convinco 
them that the defence had not by prepon- 
derance of evidence established this theo- 
ry, lie failed to make any impression on 
any of them and having fought for nearly 
forty hours came to the conclu- 
sion that tlie combined judgment of 10 
colleagues might be superior to his and 
that his conclusion might possibly be 
wrong. lie declared that if he erred he 
would do so on this side of the grave. Hi' 
was the first to sign the verdict of not 
guilty without taking a final ballot. 

During the year past tlie tax collector

Tlie Versailles Autocrat. 

Now York, Septembers — Paris loiters 
affirm that .M. Thiers wishes it distinct- 
ly understood that lie is master in 
France. He has resolutely refused nil 
petitions to reconsider his sentence of 
expulsion from France against the two 
brothers Errazu, who insulted him nt 
Franville by cries of Vivid* Empereur. 
Their families also must depart from 
France. Tlie two brothers in question 
are aged eighteen and twonty-one, and 
their families therefore mean their 
mothers and sisters and cousins. The 
I Errazu are Mexicans of enormous 
wealth, ami chief owners of n silver 
mine, For thirty years the family has 
resided in Paris. During the empire 
the revenues of the family were expend- 
ed with'priueely munificence, and few 
ladies have given so much in eluiritv 
as Mine Errazu. She hud one thou- 
sand poor upon her charity list. She 
founded a hospital, and her name was 
soon nt tho head of every charitable 
subscription against a very large figure. 
M. Thiers has the right to order the 
Errazus from France, they being for- 
eigners, and he is inexorable that all 
must go at tho end of the few 
days allowed to put their affairs in 
order. 



British Manufacturers 

The high price of English coals, ami 
the consequent increase in the expense 
of steam power -130 per cent, over 
that of ten years ago - lias turned the 
attention of British manufacturers to 
the abundant water supply of the 
United Kingdom as u cheap means for 
keeping their factories in operation. 
Tho Wost Biding of York and East Lan- 
cashire, manufacturing centres, have 
this means close at hand; but Ireland, 
according to recent exploration, is des- 
tined to furnish the great permanent 
relief from threatened difficulty, hav- 
ing, it is claimed, more than one hun- 
dred and twenty-five thousand horse 
power of water planes. Tlie Erie 
River from Bollock to BallvshailfiOn, 
deconds one hundred ami forty feel in 
four miles. The Bundufi, Dromuhair, 
Sligo, Colloney, Ballysodare, Musky 
and Moy rivers have a descent equal to 
fifty thousand horse power; (Iralwav, 
with its hikes, six thousand; Limerick , 
with tho Shannon between it ami Kil- 
laloe, thirty-two thousand ; the Hum, 
ten thousand ; while the Lee, Fnvle, 
Boyne, Blackwatcr, Kinney, Suir, Nore 
and other rivers offer great inanufnel ur- 
ing facilities. Water powerin Lreland, 
if is asserted, would cost but one-tenth 
that of steam, at the present price of 
coal. 

Princess Louise, Marchioness of 
Lome, is to assist in founding a school 
for girls which is to be a model institu- 
tion, it is not, like the national 
schools, to give a limited common 
school education, but will furnish a 
really liberal education, at a cost of not 
more than £P2 per year. The school 
will be divided into three departments, 
preparatory, junior and senior, ami u 
normal school will bo attached to the 
institution for the preparation of young 
Indies as teachers.
